Artillery Prepares Way. 


The new French drive south of ths 
Somme river yesterday had been pre- 
pared by artillery bombardment for 
more than two days, and the compli- 
cated system of German defense in 
the loop to the northward made by the 
rivers had been reorganized. The task 
of artillery preparation had been car- 
ried through rapidly, and t.hfi infant- 
ry.. attacks, probably, .-wmild. have been 
made soon Bad it not been for bad 
weather. 


Yesterday morning the rain at last 
stopped and the signal i'or the assault 
was given. The French troops began 
to move along the two and a half mile 
front. 
The left wing rested over the 
bridge to the. Somme, one mile east, of 
Thermont farm. 
The left wing and 
center crossed the German trenches 
with a single bound and progressed 
rapidly in the direction 
of 
Biaches. 
This village wa.s attacked from two 
sides, the north and east, at once. 
The Germans defending it resisted en- 
ergetically, but fiding themselves in 
danger of being surrounded, retreated' 
up the left bank of the river by the 
Peronne road. At two o'clock the vil- 
lage was entirely in the hands of 
the French. 


Meanwhile the right wing threw 
the Germans into disorder and arrived 
at the outskirts of Barleux, where

precarious. 


Is Important Position. 


French military opinion character- 


izes the capture of Biaches as a bril- 
liant and important operation. While 
the Germans are still holding on to the 
network of canals or have retreated 
to the other bank of the Somme. the 
French position on the last plateau be- 
fore the Somme, an important point 
of support afforded by the capture of 
Biaches, gives them direct command 
of the vallev immediately above Per- 
onne.

GOT MAIL THROUGH QUICKLY 


Efficient System That Was in Uie by 


tho Romans,Some Hundred* 


of Years Ago. 


While the Roman postal service of 


ancier.t days was, of course, a crude 
system, yet the mails were forwarded 
with considerable speed. .The system 
of couriers on horseback was borrowed 
from the Persians, who, according to 
Xenophou, had established it under 
Cyrus. The Roman adaptation of this 
was the best system of transmitting 
letters among the ancients. 


All along the great Roman roads sta- 


tions ware erected at distances of five 
or six miles from one another. At each 
of these stations 40 horses were con- 
stantly maintained, and by tho help of 
relays it was easy to travel 100 miles 
iu a day. 


These services were intended for
